LOOKING AHEAD 


Indications point to a hopeful expectation in the 
life insurance business. Sanity is returning to the 
business world notwithstanding the recent disturb- 
ances at Herrin, Illinois and the threatened railroad 





strike. Thinkers, both those of the white collar 


stamp as well as those in overalls and flannel shirts, 
are seeing the desirability of “facing reality.” The 
stop, look and listen sign has been before the eyes 
of many for a long time without its being seen, but 
now appearances indicate that many people are 
thinking about if not actually “facing reality.” 

Stevenson E. Ward, Vice President of the 
National Bank of Commerce (New York) in the 
June (1922) Commerce Monthly, says: 


“Business is better. The depression which began in 
the United States in 1920 and continued throughout 
1921 has passed, and substantial progress has already 
been made toward normal activity and a new business 
cycle has been entered upon. Adverse conditions, as the 
coal strike, may temporarily retard the upward swing. 
Other factors, such as widespread crop failures, might 
even result in recession for a time, but no circumstances 
can alter the fact that there is now an unassailable basis 
for confidence in slow and steady expansion of the com- 
mercial and financial activities of this country.”

strong factor in the general recovery. * * *

This is 
significant not only of the stability of the industry, but 
of better financial conditions throughout the country. 


The motor truck industry also has made a good 
recovery.”

attended. 


Among the subjects to be considered are the 
following: 


HUMAN ELEMENT IN SALESMANSHIP 

Selling insurance is influencing persons to satisfy a need. 
This involves establishing a need, demonstrating that the. proper 
form of insurance will satisfy it—and then inducing the prospect 
to act. 

Influencing others to do something is one of the most human 
and important things in life, whether done by the statesman, 
teacher, physician, preacher, lawyer or business man. How men 
are influenced to action is fundamental to an intelligent knowl- 
edge of salesmanship. 





Men.are influenced to buy by the functioning of mental 
processes. an intelligent understanding of which will help us to 
be better salesmen, just as an intelligent understanding of the 
laws of geometry, physics or biology help. A well-planned sales 
talk produced by the study of the mental processes and an intel- 
ligent understanding of these laws helps to make good sales 
frequent and not occasional, 

From a study of the subject the Carnegie Bureau of Per- 
sonnel Research reports that the time a retail and specialty sales- 
man spends in actual contact with a prospective buyer occupies 
a_ small portion of the salesman’s time—about 15%, not exceeding 
25%. of his working time. Preparing the case, getting to the 
prospect, waiting for him, takes time; but generally comparatively 
few minutes are at the salesman’s disposal for an earnest talk 
with the prospect. It is, therefore, extremely important that 
these precious moments be wisely used. The attorney who is 
given but an hour to save his client makes careful preparations 
for his address to the judge or jury, uses every minute and 
chooses every word carefully. The wise salesman will act in the 
same way. 

INCOME INSURANCE 

The purpose of Life Insurance, particularly for a man’s fam- 
ily. is to replace the earning power of the husband or father— 
i. e., to give them an income. Money paid to beneficiaries in 
cash does not necessarily do this by furnishing the money from 
which, if, wisely invested and prudently used, an income can be 
produced. It does not necessarily satisfy the need but leaves the 
work half done. 

90% of the estates of $5.000 or over are said to have been 
spent or lost in seven years. 9,000,000 women in the United 
States and Canada are earning their living. 90% of the children 
who enter school at age six must stop before completing the 
eighth grade to go to work. 

The Canadian Government, in its official publication on Can- 
adian Government Annuities. published in 1921, says: 

“Statistics show that 95 per cent of men at 60 are dependent 
upon their daily earnings or on others for support, and not one 
man in thirty who retires with a competency is able to retain 
that competency to the close of this life.” 

Experience has shown that keeping money after getting it is 
the exception rather than the rule. 

BUSINESS INSURANCE 


Business Insurance is used to protect business in many ways, 
where the needs of the business are the reason for purchasing 
insurance, 

Babson’s Report of January 17, 1922, says: 

“Out of every thousand new concerns entering business 800 
fail, reorganize or change management at least once. Out of 
every thousand concerns entering business 200 fail or reorgan- 
ize at least twice: while out of every thousand concerns entering 
business 50 will fail or reorganize three or more times.” 
Banking institutions all over the United States require infor- 

mation concerning Life Insurance carried by their borrowers. 
The blanks of all the Federal Reserve Banks, with the exception 
of one, include such inquiries. 

The financial statement forms of various Clearing House Asso- 
ciations refer to “amount of insurance carried.” 

Bradstreet’s Mercantile Agency has recently revised its state- 
ment in the classification of insurance to include, “Individual 
Life Insurance payable to business. assigned to ————_————.” 

The R. G. Dun Co. has decided to revise its corporation, co- 
| pa aera and firm financial statement blanks to include “Life 
nsurance payable to business.” 

The National Association of Credit Men has a Property State- 
ment form, which they have adopted and recommend, and which 
they have distributed in large numbers (approximately 500,000) 
to their local associations. which features Life Insurance— 
“Amount of Life Insurance for benefit of business, and with 
what Companies.” 

More than 275,000 of the applicants to the Government Farm 
Loan Bureau were questioned about Life Insurance carried. 

The condensed financial statement adopted by the American 
Bankers’ Association. and now being used by more than 1,000 of 
its member banks, refers to “Life Insurance in favor of Company.” 

The American Institute of Accountants endorses and recom- 
mends the condensed form of the American Bankers’ Association.” 


BUSINESS INSURANCE INSTRUCTOR

Final certificates of graduation will be delivered one year 
later to such students as shall have written and paid 
for a required minimum of life insurance during the year. 


Licenses 
Every student must make a connection with a 
general agency or branch office of a life insurance 
company and secure a license from the insurance 


commissioner of the State.”

Courts are often called upon to determine whether in 
a given case the insured under a life policy in which he has 
reserved unto himself the right to change the beneficiary 
may be compelled to exercise that right in favor of a 
judgment creditor or a receiver or trustee in bankruptcy 
Another question is whether or not the receiver in supple- 
mentary or bankruptcy proceedings may exercise the right 
given to the insured of election to receive the cash sur- 
render value of the policy. 

It is well settled that the determination of these ques- 
tionsmust always turn upon whether or not the benefic- 
iary under the policy has a vested right in it. In a well 
stated opinion Judge LaFetra of the City Court of the 
City of New York has discussed these questions and the 
law applicable thereto. 

An application was made by a judgment creditor for 
an order directing the Equitable Life Insurance Society 
to pay to the receiver of a judgment debtor the cash sur- 
render value of a policy issued by it on the life of the 
debtor. The policy was payable upon the death of the 
insured to his wife with the right upon the part of the 
insured to change the beneficiary. The policy provided 
that after three years premiums had been paid or, after 
said period, upon any default in the payment of any 
premium or installment thereof and within three months 
after such default, he may elect, subject to the provisions 





of the policy; (a) to receive the cash surrender value: 
(b) to purchase non- ‘participating paid-up life insurance; 
(c) to continue the insurance as paid-up extended term 
insurance; or (d) to obtain a loan. 

The judgment creditor contended that the receiver was 
entitled to make an election in behalf of the debtor and to 
receive the cash surrender value, irrespective of the other 
powers of election in the debtor. The insurance company 
asserted that the debtor’s wife had a vested interest in the 
policy and that it was necessary that she join with her 
husband in a written request for the payment of the cash 
surrender value to the receiver. The policy was in the 
possession of the receiver but both husband and wife 
refused to request this payment of the cash surrender value 
to the receiver. The court said: 

“The sole question is as to the vested interest, if any. 
of the debtor’s wife. All premiums have been paid and 
the policy has not lapsed. The delivery and acceptance of 
a policy by the insured created a contract and is to be 
interpreted by the general rules of law applicable to 
contracts. The contention of the society is erroneous 
and scems to have arisen from reliance upon quotations 
from decisions involving rights in policies wherein the 
wife was the insured and the husband the life insured 
as distinguished from policies wherein the husband is 
both the insured and the life insured. In the former 
the wife has a vested interest, while in the latter she 
usually has a beneficial interest contingent upon the 
prior death of her husband. When the power to change 
the beneficiary is irrevocable the reserved rights of

as well as the beneficiary, are likewise in- 
terpreted by the rules of law applicable to contracts.” 
In his discussion of the law the Judge cited from 
several cases, in one of which the policy was payable at 
the death of the insured to his wife, or in case she is then 
dead, to their children, and if neither wife nor children, 
survived the insured, then to the insured’s executors, 
administrators or assigns. It further provided for a con- 
version into cash after a certain fixed period at the option 
of the holder. An assignment by the husband of his in- 
interest, although not in writing, nor made with the con- 


the insured, 


sent of his wife and children, was held to be valid. In 
the decision of this latter case, it stated: 
“To the extent that this policy was for the benefit 


and use of the wife, the written consent of the husband 
was necessary to her assignment of it, but to the extent 
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that it was for the benefit and use of the husband it was 


not; her written consent or assignment was not neces- 
sary; nor need the husband’s assignment be in writing. 
since at common law he could insure his own life for 


his own use, and of course dispose of his interest in the 

policy to his own advantage without asking leave of his 

wife or children.” 

Of course, where a policy is taken out by the wife upon 
the life of her husband for her benefit, or, in case of her 
death before his, of their children, with no privilege in it 
for the husband to take the benefit to himself, the interest 
of the wife and children in the policy becomes vested at 
the moment of its excution. 

The court held that under the undisputed facts of this 
case the husband was both the insured and the life insured 
and that the cash surrender value of the policy was prop- 
erty belonging to him, the title to which had passed to the 
receiver, and, therefore, the receiver was entitled to elect 
to receive the cash surrender value of the policy and 
that the wife had no vested rights therein.

Increases Its Mortgage Loan Investments 


On June 9 the Real Estate Committee of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company authorized loans 
on bond and mortgage amounting to over ten million dollars. 
Of this amount more than six and one-third million dollars were 
for housing. these including a loan to the new Statler Hotel in 
Buffalo for $3,000.000 and one for a new hotel in Syracuse for 
$1,500,000. Loans amounting to about a million dollars were 
made on 259 dwellings outside of Greater New York to accom- 
modate 319 families; $725,000 on 32 apartment houses outside of 
Greater New York to accommodate 339 families. A little over 
$200.000 were authorized on 28 dwellings in New York City to 
accommodate 54 families. Excluding the two hotels in Buffalo 


and Syracuse the total number of families thus provided for 
is 715. 

Loans were authorized on 21 business buildings amounting 
to two and a half million dollars. The largest of these was on 


the First National Bank building in Jersey City. 
buildings were in Toronto and various cities in the south and 
west. Farm loans amounting to $1,250.000 were authorized in 
the southern and western states the largest of which were in 
Tennessee for a little over $250,000; in Iowa for $200.000: Indiana, 
$150.000: Kansas, $83,060: Illinois. $66.000 and $6900.

in any event, and certainly not in a case where such additional 
compensation is for performing duties, which the By-laws im- 
pliedly if not expressly provide should be performed by the 
Supreme President, and were performed by that official for more 
than twenty years during the administration of the former 
Supreme President. Your examiners would respectfully recom- 
mend that the extra compensation of $2,000.00 per year to the 
Supreme Secretary be discontinued at once. 

“Inadequate Rate Members 

“When the society, in 1911, adopted rates based upon the 
National Fraternal Congress Table of Mortality for members 
joining the society, provisions were made whereby old members 
could voluntarily transfer to the adequate rate form of insur- 
ance, but no attempt was made to compel the old members to 
make any changes in their certficates. After the society had 
exhausted all efforts to induce all of the old rate members to 
transfer to the adequate rate class, and the funds of the inade- 
quate rate class of members had been entirely used in the pay- 
ment of claims, there were still 22,063 members in the inadequate 
rate class who had failed to transfer to the adequate rate 
class. The Supreme Lodge convention held in August, 1915, 
enacted new By-laws which provided that all members in the 
inadequate rate class must elect one of seven options in order 
to continue their membership in the society. These options were 
in substance as follows: 

“Option (1) The member could receive in lieu of his former 
certificate any one of the forms of certificates issued by the 
society at that time, without medical examination and pay for 
the same in monthly contributions equal to the then established 
rate of the society at his attained age. A part of this monthly 
contribution could be allowed to stand as a lien against the 
certificate. 

“Option (2) The member could continue to pay the same 
rate of assessments as paid heretofore and receive a certificate 
on any one of the society’s forms, for such an amount of insur- 
ance as the premium paid would purchase at the attained age of 
the insured at the time of transfer. 

“Option (3) The member could select any one of the certifi- 
eates issued by the society and pay for it at the rate which 
would have been charged at the date of his adoption into the 
society. This certificate would be subject to a lien of an amount 
equal to the reserve which would have been accumulated to the 
date of exchange, had that form of certificate been selected when 
he was adopted. 

“Option (4) The member could receive in lieu of this cer- 
tificate. a certificate on any one of the forms issued by the society 
subject to a lien. This lien, however. did not bear interest nor 
was it deducted from the benefits payable in the event of death, 
except from and after attaining age seventy. After attaining 
age seventy, the insured could surrender this certificate in lieu 
of $100.00 for every $1,000.00 of protection, or receive a paid-up 
policy without future assessments in the amount of $140.00 for 
each $1,000.00 of protection. 

“Option (5) The member could receive a special certificate 
on which the premiums were based upon one year term insur- 
ance at the attained age, up to age seventy. After that time 
the monthly rate remained levied, $4.00 per thousand of insur- 
ance. 

“Option (6) The member could receive a special form of 
certificate under which the assessments would remain uniform, 
but the amount of insurance would decrease each year until 
age svanty, when it would reach an amount equal to one-half 





of the face amount of the certificate. After that time, this 
amount remains level. 

“Option (7) The member could receive a special certificate 
not greater than that provided by the surrendered certificate and 
in no event greater than $1,500.00. Under this certificate, the 
amount of insurance would increase each year until upon the 
seventieth birthday, the amount of insurance would be double 
the amount payable at the time of his transfer. After this the 
amount of insurance remains level, subject to the right on the 
part of the member to convert the same: into an old age benefit, 
payable either in cash or as a death benefit. 

“The members effected were given, by the By-laws, until 
December 31, 1917, to select one of theSe options, and a large 
number of these members did, by the selection of one of these 
options, transfer to the new rates. Soon after December 31, 
1917, in compliance with Section 127 of the By-laws, which pro- 
vides that certificates issued prior to October 1, 1911, whose 
holders had not accepted either of the options provided in Sec- 
tion 127 or 127-A, By-laws 1911, or one of the foregoing seven 
options of the By-laws of 1915, could be continued in force only 
by the payment in cash of the deficiency in the reserve required 
to maintain level throughout the period of protection, the assess- 
ment rates then being actually paid by such members, respec- 
tively, upon the assumption of 12 assessments per year, or by 
having the amount of such reserved deficiency charged against 
their certificates as a lien—the Board of Directors had such 
certificates valued, and levied a reserve deficiency special assess- 
ment against them for the amount of the reserve deficiency 
found io exist in each case. Upon the levy of this reserve defi- 
ciency special assessment, a number of the members affected had 
the amount thereof charged against their certificates as a lien. 
According to the By-laws, the membership of the remainder of 
these members terminated April 30, 1918, that being the date 
on which these members were required to pay their reserve 
deficiency, special assessment in cash, or have the same charged 
as a lien against their certificates. 


“On April 29, 1918, Judge Cummings, in the District Court of 
Marshall County, Iowa, at the request of some of the members 
who had refused to transfer to the new rates, granted a tem- 
porary injunction restraining the society from suspending these 
members, pending a decision as to the validity of this part of 
the By-law. The injunction was later made permanent pending 
a trial of the case on its merits. The decision of the lower 
court was recently affirmed by the Supreme Court of Iowa, but 
the case had not yet been tried on its merits. 

“Of the 23,063 inadequate rate members on August 1, 1915, 
7.144 have accepted one of the options or have elected to have the 
reserve deficiency lien placed against their certificates; 13,195 
have lapsed their membership, and 874 have been terminated by 
death or other causes, leaving 850 members still in this class on 
September 30, 1921. 

“Because of the injunction against the society enforcing the 
provisions of Section 127, By-laws 1915, against those who 
neither transferred under one of the several options or requested 
to have the reserve deficiency special assessment charged against 
the certificate as a lien, all moneys received since April 30, 1918, 
from those who neither transferred or requested to have the 
reserve deficiency special assessment charged against the certifi- 
eate as a lien, are placed in what is known as a Trust Fund, to 
the credit of this group of people. The only disbursements in 
that fund are requests on the part of those who contributed to 
that fund to have it returned to them—they sending in their 
certificates for cancellation upon receipt of whatever moneys 
they paid into the trust fund, or when a member transfers to the 
new rate. 


“Whatever money he has paid into the trust fund is auto- 
matically transferred over to the funds of the members on the 
new rate. The balance of the money remains in the trust fund 
and no disposition of the trust fund can be made until such 
time as the case, now pending in the District Court of Marshall 
County, Iowa. is finally decided. Claims of any nature, whether 
accident, disability, old age, or death of those who are con- 
tributing to the rust fund, are referred to General Attorney 
Sparrow, who calls attention to the situation as it is, calling 
attention that the moneys were automatically placed in the trust 
fund, and that until such time as the final decision of the court 
is had, nothing can be done with relation to the claim.

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“In a number of cases, however, suits were promptly filed 
and others threatened, and in such cases the society has en- 
deavored, through its general attorney, to adjust such cases for 
either the difference between the reserve deficiency special assess- 
ment and the face of the certificate, or for as much less as settle- 
ment could be made. In a few cases settlements have been made 
for less, but in the majority of the cases the settlement has been 
for the difference. The society 1as been able to compromise all 
of these claims paid up to th present time. 

“In none of these settlements is the membership of these 
people recognized, and such settlements or payments are made 
only under protest and pressure of threatened suits, and to 
avoid the expense of litigation in many separate states, the same 
principle being involved in the litigation pending in the Marshall 
County, Iowa, case. The trying of any one of these law suits 
would involve an expense of far much more than the full amount 
of the claim. 


“ Juvenile Department 

“The Supreme Lodge meeting held in Detroit in August, 
1919, authorized the installation of a Juvenile Department to be 
operated along the lines contemplated by Chapter 431 of the 
Acts of the 37th General Assembly, with rates and reserves 
based upon the English Life Table of Mortality No. 6 and four 
per cent. interest. The gross premium collected in all cases is 
twenty-five cents per month on an increasing amount of insur- 
ance as is shown by the following table:

“Children between the ages of six and sixteen, inclusive, are 
permitted to carry a double certificate which pays benefits of 
double the amounts shown in the preceding table upon the pay- 
ment of fifty cents per month. 

“Of the first twelve regular 


monthly payments of Juvenile 
members, 


thirty per cent goes into the Juvenile Benefit Fund, 
and seventy per cent to the General Fund, and of all subsequent 
regular monthly payments, sixty per cent goes to the Juvenile 
Benefit Fund and forty per cent to the General Fund. 

“The society now has 96 single and 108 double Juvenile Cer- 
tificates in force and has at no time had five hundred certificates, 
which is the minimum number permitted under the Iowa laws. 


“Mortuary Fund 

“The Mortuary Fund is composed of the mortuary part of 
the assessments received from the members, and the interest and 
rent received from the investments of this fund. The Disburse- 
ments made from the Mortuary Fund are: death claims, old 
age claims, cash surrender values at age seventy, total and 
permanent disability claims, and accident claims on certificates 
which do not provide for an additional contribution for acci- 
dental benefits. 

“ Accident Fund 

“The Accident fund is composed of eighty per cent of five 
cents per month per $1,000.00 of insurance on all certificates 
issued since October 1, 1911, or transferred from the old rates 
except those transferring under the provision of Section 127-A of 
the By-laws of 1911 which have the provision for additional 
benefits for accidental injuries, and the interest received from the 
invested assets of this fund. The only disbursements are the 
accident claims paid upon these certificates. 

“Your examiners desire to call your attention to the fact 
that these contributions in addition to paying all claims incurred 
have accumulated a surplus of $176,310.56. 


“Trust Fund 

“This fund consist of the assessments received under protest 
from the old inadequate rate members who are still contributing 
to the society by virtue of an injunction restraining the society 
from enforcing Section 127 of the 1915 By-laws as is explained 
elsowhere in the report. There are no disbursements being made 
from this fund except that members affected are permitted to 
withdraw and have their contributions thereto refunded to them, 
The amounts contributed to this fund by this group of members 





less the amounts returned to those who withdraw, will be held 
intact pending a court decision defining the status of these mem- 
bers. Your examiners are holding the amounts of this fund as 
a liability in the financial statement of this report.

“The Juvenile Fund consists of the benefit fund nan 


claims on account of members of the Juvenile Department will 
be paid from this fund. The General Fund portion of the Juvenile 
Assessments is not kept separately by the society but is com- 
bined with the General Fund of the adult class. 


“Juvenile Fund 


“The General or Expense Fund is composed of fifteen cents 
per month per each one thousand dollars or less of each benefit 
certificate, fifty cents per month per one thousand dollars during 
the first year upon certificates issued on the continuous payment 
plan, one dollar per month per one thousand dollars during the 
first year upon certificates issued upon the Twenty Payment Life 
pian, the interest received on investments in this fund, all interest 
received from banks on all funds deposited therein irrespective 
of the funds to which such deposits belong, twenty per cent of 
each monthly payment of five cents per month collected from all 
members whose certificates include additional accidental injury 
benefits. The board of directors may, in its discretion set aside 
for the General Fund, seventy-five per cent of the first twelve 
monthly combined contributions paid by members instead of 
fifty cents per month upon certificates issued on the continuous 
payment and one dollar per month upon certificates on the 
Twenty Payment Life plan. All of the general expenses of the 
society, such as salaries, commissions, investments, expenses, 
ete., are paid from this fund. 


“Insurance in Force 


“As will be explained elsewhere in this report, your examiners 
made no verification of the number of certificates or the amount 
of insurance in force. The following schedule shows the number 
of certificates and the amount of insurance in force as of Sep- 
tember 30, 1921, according to the society’s records:

“Tt will be noted that this exhibit included the 850 Old In- 
adequate rate members who are contributing to the Trust Fund, 
and whose status in the society will not be determined until a 
final decision is rendered covering the validity of Section 127 of 
the 1915 By-laws. 


“ Conclusion 


“The officers of the society are making an earnest and con- 
scientious effort to build the society along correct lines and are 
deserving of credit for their efforts in placing all of the members 
upon an adequate rate basis. 

“It is deemed worthy of note that through the capable admin- 
istration of the Supreme Secretary, who under the direction of 
the board of directors, supervises the investment of the society's 
funds, the society has never been compelled to foreclose a 
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mortgage loan nor has it suffered any loss of either principal or 
interest on any investment during its entire history.”

Examiners’ Comments, Extracts 

“The capital stock account was balanced from the stock stubs. 
There are 20,000 shares of stock outstanding, the par value being 
$5.00. However, in this connection, it would be noted that there 
are 89 stock certificates representing 1805 shares outstanding 
which have a par value of $10.00 each. This is from the fact 
that on January 22, 1919 the capital stock of the company was 
reduced from $200,000 to $100,000, thereby reducing the par value 
of each share of stock from $10.00 to $5.00. The 89 certificates 
mentioned above represent the stock that has not been forwarded 
to the company for reissue for a $5.00 par value per share. 

“No additional liability however, has been set up in the financial 
statement on account of this condition as the resolution reducing 
the capitalization was regular in every respect and even though 
these certificates are outstanding in excess of the proper par 
value, there can be no question as to any additional liability 
existing. 

“The officers of the company have been instructed to make 
an exceptional effort immediately to secure the remainder of 
these certificates so that the stock may be reissued on the proper 
basis. 

“Your examiners also find that there are 17 certificates out- 
standing which bear the name of the Fidelity Life Insurance 
Company. This was the original name of the corporation, but 
on seeking license to transact business it was found that the 
name conflicted with other companies already licensed to transact 


Iders of the company by majority vote, the name was changed 
to the National Fidelity Insurance Company of Iowa. The 17 
certificates mentioned for a total of 200 shares have never been 
returned to the company for reissue.

Death Claims 

“All death claims accruing during the course of the examination 
were examined in detail and it was found that all claims have 
been promptly paid upon receipt of due proof of loss, in most 
eases, check in settlement being forwarded the same day as the 
proofs of loss were received in the company’s office. As of the 
date of the examination, there was only one claim outstanding 
and proofs of loss had not been received thereon. 





“The death claim register is in very good shape and is readily 
adaptable for the information required by your examiners. 

“The company’s officers are therefore commended on the atten- 
tion and promptness in handling all death claims. 


“Insurance Account 


“The company issues all regular forms of insurance contracts 
usual for a company of its size. 

“There were in force on December 31, 1921, 5,978 policies aggre- 
gating $14,869,803 of insurance. This figure is slightly less than 
the amount of insurance shown in the insurance exhibit contained 
in the company’s statement, filed with your department due to 
the fact that some business had been included in that report on 
which there were premiums more than sixty days past due. In 
this connection the company appears to retain the business in 
force, which, in the estimation of your examiners, is so far past 
due, it should have been lapsed. In some cases policies were 
included in the insurance exhibit on which the company was 
carrying as assets, two annual premiums past due. In all cases 
where the premiums were past due more than sixty days, the 
policies were not considered in force by your examiners. 


“Child Insurance 


“The company has recently installed a Child’s Insurance 
Department under the direct supervision of the president of the 
company. Regular adult forms of policies are to be issued on 
all children who can pass a satisfactory medical examination and 
inspection, the age of ten years to be the minimum age, $2,500 of 
insurance is to be the maximum amount and the policies are to 
be issued rated up to age 15. 

“No further medical examination or inspections are ever 
required after the issuance of contract. Your examiners are of 
the opinion that premiums, reserves and policy values should 
be for the actual age at issue and that the reserves and policy 
values should be based on the actual death benefits in force.” 

The report of this examination was signed by actuary L. O. 
Shudde and Ray C. Stiles, examiner in charge. They were assisted 
in the work by Messrs. E. R. Holmes and H, B. Sturtevant.

Examiners’ Comments 
Extracts 


History and Incorporation 

“The National Home Guard was incorporated December 15, 
1906, as a secret, fraternal, beneficial society, under an Act of the 
General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, ap- 
proved April 6, 1893 and its supplements. It commenced business 
January 1, 1907. 

“The purpose for which this corporation was formed is to 
established and maintain a secret, fraternal, beneficial society, for 
the general uplifting of its members pecuniarily, socially and 
morally, and particularly to aid and care for its members by 
way of insurance in times of sickness and disability: to aid 
beneficiaries of members in case of death, etc. 

“On April Sth, 1909, the National Home Guard entered into an 
agreement of consolidation with the Keystone Benefit Society 
of Warren, Pa., also a fraternal beneficial society, chartered by 
the Court of Common Pleas of Warren County, June 7. 1897, 
under an Act approved April 6, 1893, absorbing approximately 
600 members and insurance amounting to about $450.000.00. The 
National Home Guard took over the membership of the Keystone 
Benefit Society assuming all liabilities without change of cer-

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tificates, rates, rules, regulations, charter or by-laws. During 
the course of our examination, it was found and admitted by the 
Secretary, that this business was a losing proposition. 

“The National Home Guard entered into an agreement 
February 11, 1913 with the Guardians of America, Sharon, Pa., 
taking over about 500 members with insurance in force approxi- 
mately $75,000. 


“Both of the foregoing agreements were approved by the | 


Pennsylvania Insurance Department. 


Discussion of Financial Statement 


“The examination of the condition and affairs of the National | 


Home Guard made by your Examiners, covers a period of one 


year from January 1, to December 31, 1921, and the figures shown ' 


in the financial statement cover this period. However, a brief 
survey was made of the Society's condition for the past ten years, 
showing the steady decrease in premium writings, membership 
and assets, and the continuous increase in expenses and liabilities. 

“The latter condition of the society’s operation will be shown 
later in this report, under heading of “Remarks.” 

“The following schedule shows the percentage of claims and 
expenses paid, to premiums received for the years 1920 and 1921:

Benefit Certificates, Rates and Membership 

“The Society issues seven different certificate forms paying 
sick and accident benefits ranging from $4.00 to $16.00 a week and 
funeral and death benefits from $20 to $5.000. 

“Benefit certificates are issued consisting of Straight Life, 20 
Payment, Term, Convertible Term, Paid-up, Annuity, Old Age 
Disability and Sick and Accident coverages. 

“In view of the society's financial condition, it is superfluous 
to elaborate extensively on the various certificate forms which we 
think would be of little value as a matter of information. 


Rates and Members 


“In most cases certificate 


premium rates are a “menta! 
ealculation” or copied from other companies, except two certificate 
forms, one issued to thirteen (13) members and the other to 
forty-four (44) members, which are based on the American 
Experience Table of Mortality at 4%. 

“On December 31, 1921, the society had a total of 1221 members. 
with insurance in force amounting to $276,709.00. 


Remarks 

“At the conclusion of our examination we found the National 
Home Guard to be insolvent to the extent of $1,457.95; that mis- 
representations have been made in the financial statement and 
general interrogatories of the Annual Statement filed with the 
Insurance Department; that the Society has not been operate 
as a secret fraternal Association :that no subordinate lodges’ were 
in existance; that the Constitution and By-laws of the society 
were disregarded. 

“Under general interrogatories of the Annual Statement, we 
note the Secretary repored 42 subordinate lodges or branches, 
but as a matter of fact there was not one subordinate Lodge in 
existence for the past four or five years. All other answers to 
general interrogatories are questionable. 

“ the Constitution and By-laws of the society wer not com- 
plied with. Members were reinstated without a medical examina- 
tion after being lapsed for several months. Records of the 
monthly minute book was destroyed, pages 37-40 inclusive were 
cut out entirely and the Secretary failed to give a satisfactory 
explanation for this action. Likewise, records of the Biennial 
minute book were destroyed, and it appears that a deliberate 
effort was made by the Secretary to change the original Constitu- 
tion and By-laws without the approval or knowledge of the 
board of directors. In reference to the charge or amendment of 
the Constitution and By-laws of the society, the present law 
reads as follows: 

‘The Constitution and Laws of the National Home Guard 

shall not be altered or amended except by a two thirds vote

of the members present at a regular meeting of the National 

Guard, or at a special meeting called for that purpose. All 

proposed amendments must be presented in writing, and 

recommended by a majority vote of a local Guard, or the 

National board of directors, and filed with the National Secre- 

tary at least thirty days before the meeting of the National 

Guard. And it shall be the duty of the National Secretary to 

refer all such proposed amendments to the Committee on Laws, 

which shall present them to the National Guard for final action, 
with their recommendations, and no amendment shall be con- 
sidered at any meeting unless it has been so filed, etc.’ 

“In view of these findings, combined with the transfer of $600 
from the Disability Fund to the Expense Fund without the 
approval of the board of directors, your Examiners requested a 
meeting of the board and submitted the above facts which were 
received with astonishment. 

“Secretary, J. W. Neilly was called upon to make an explana- 
tior as to why the board of directors was not informed of the 
society’s condition, The Secretary made little or no effert to 
explain the many discrepancies and the reason for mutilating 
the records in the Minute Books. 

“After considerable discussion the following 
adopted: 

‘WHEREAS the Insurance Department Examiners after 
investigation, have announced as their findings that the 
National Home Guard is now insolvent, therefére be it resolved, 
That this board of directors do hereby accept and acquiesce 
in these findings of the Examiners and do proceed to reinsure 
its members in protection of their benefit certificates and 
authorize and empower E. H. Beshlin to do the same undee 
the approval of the Insurance Commissioner.’ 

“A Yea and Nay vote was called for on the above resolution 
with the following result: 

“Daniel H. Neilly, J. W. Neilly, H. M. Beshlin and W. H. 
Beshlin voted for the adoption of the resolution, while J. W. 
Elliott and Dr. J. C. Russell voted against the resolution. 

“During the course of this meeting it was brought out that 
Secretary Neilly had endeavored or in fact entered into prelimin- 
ary negotiations to reinsure the membership of the National Home 
Guard with a company of his personal choise. And, further it 
was said that several months ago Mr. Neilly was offered renum- 
eration in the form of a position by the supposed reinsuring 
eompany, if a reinsurance contract could successfully be affected. 

“A representative of this supposed reinsuring company was 
on hand and helped frame the above resolution. This action by 
a person not in any way identified with the National Home 
Guard greatly provoked and incensed a number of the directors, 
which action they considered unfair and unwarranted. 

“Dr. J. C. Russell took the floor and said he hoped no reinsur- 
ance contract would be entered into for the personal benefit 
of any officer of the National Home Guard at the expense of the 


resolution was 


members and that, if the membership is to be reinsured it shoul By 


be reinsured with a company tha tis financially and actuariall 
solvent, for the best interest of the members and not for any 
financial or other renumeration, directly or indirectiy, to any 
officer or officers connected with this society. He said it should 
be the paramount duty of every officer to look after the interest 
and welfare of the members and to see that they are reinsured 
with a company that can afford the greatest protection. 

“Your Examiners evidenced considerable discord among the 
members of the board of directors, and if the membership is 
to be reinsured, we would suggest a reinsuring company be 
proposed or suggested that would be acceptable to all members 
of the board. However, if this is impossible, we would 
recommend liquidation at an early date. 

“Mr. J. CC. Longbotham assisted in the 
examination.”

“This company was chartered November 8, 1920, and certificate 
of authority to do business was issued December 28, 1920. 

‘This corporation is organized for profit, and the full nature 
and character of the business in which it proposes to engage 
is the insurance of human life and dealing in annuities and 
endowments; and the insurance of human beings against 
sickness or personal injury; and generally to do and perform 
all things necessary and incidental and proper to promote 
such objects; and to reinsure its risks in whole or in part 
in other companies; all of such powers to be exercised in 
accordance with the laws of the State of Kansas.’ 

“A contract was made with Geo. Godfrey Moore for the sale 
of the company's stock, the company to have no part in the sale 
22,500 shares par value of $10.00 each were sold at $11.00, 
$225,000.00 going to capital and $22,500.00 to surplus, This stock 
was sold without any promotion fees or compensation. The plan 
provided that all the stock be sold to original stockholders con- 
sisting of a small group of men who jointly agreed that at least 
one half of the stock should be placed in the hands of J. H. Lee, 
Topeka, Kansas, as trustee, and this stock to be redistributed 
te policyholders who buy a $5,000.00 or $10,000.00 charter policy, 
a contract for five shares of stock going to each $5,000.00 charter 
policyholders. A copy of the policyholders’ contract is attached 
hereto and marked Exhibit ‘A’. 

“The charter policyholder agrees to pay $22.00 for each share 
This can only be paid for from the earnings or dividends on his 
policy. Eleven dollars of this goes to the surplus of the company, 
the original stockholders receiving the other $11.00 which he 
originally paid for the stock. 


Agents’ Contract 

“The company has a contract with Geo. Godfrey Moore as 
exclusive agent for all territory in which it may operate. 

“Agent to have power to solicit and receive applications for 
insurance on lives by the company and to collect moneys upon 
conditional receipt forms and premiums upon such insurance 
when issued. The agent to appoint local agents and be respons- 
ible for return of first year premiums to company. The agent 
shall, from his own means, pay for services of local agents 
employed by him. To make report to the company monthly. 
Kank books and all other agency records shall be property 
of the company. The agent shall receive in full compensation 
ior all his services, including local agents employed by him, 
‘commissions on the following schedule, on premiums collected 
and accounted for in cash to the home office on all policies 
issued after the first day of January, 1921. 

“From 90% to 73% of the first year premiums according to 
the classification of the policy. With 10% renewals from the 
second to eleventh years both inclusive, provided however, for 
all policies written on and prior to December 31, 1921, the com- 
missions of first years premiums shall be 10% less than the 
above schedule. 

“The agent shall be reimbursed for such sums as may have 
been expended by him with the previous consent of the company 
and in furtherance of the business of the agency hereby created 
for office rent, clerk hire, telephone, postage and other authorized 
office expenses. 

“This agreement shall take effect and the agency hereby created 
shall begin on the first day of January, 1921, and shall continue 
six consecutive years. 

“On December 23, 1921, at the board of directors meeting, 
Mr. Moore voluntarily stated that he was desirous that the 
surplus in the treasury of the company should remain approxi- 
mately the amount originally contributed and submitted the 
following letter, which suggestion was adopted unanimously.

The 
writer is the general agent of the Insurance Company and the 
profits of his General Agency contract have been assigned to 
the Underwriters. The Wichita’ Underwriters assume all the 
expenses of the Insurance Company except the office rent, clerical 
hire. and medical and inspection fees. 

“The Wichita Underwriters, Inc., is a Delaware corporation 
with 10,000 shares of capital stock without par value. The writer 
is the general agent of the Insurance Company and in consider- 
ation of the stock of the Underwriting Company, has assigned 
to the Underwriting Company the profits of his General Agency 
contract. The Underwriting Company, in order to secure the 
necessary funds to purchase 20,000 shares of the capital stock 
of the Insurance Company at $12.50 per share, which will amount 
to $250,000, will sell 250, $1,000 Collateral Gold Notes due in five 
years, bearing 7% interest, the interest being payable semi- 
annually These notes are signed by the Wichita Underwriters. 
Ine., and each note is secured by 80 shares of the capital stock 
of The National Savings Life Insurance Company. The stock 
acquired by the Underwriting Company is then deposited with 
the First Trust Company of Wichita, Wichita, Kansas, as col- 
lateral security for the seven per cent Collateral Gold Notes 
and for re-sale, and each policyholder, who purchases a policy 
in the insurance company, assigns the dividends on his policy 
to the First Trust Company of Wichita until the Trust Company 
has received an amount sufficient to pay for the stock and interest, 
when the stock is re-issued to the policyhlder who has pur- 
chased same with his policy.

This company has revised its policy forms effective as of July 
1, 1922. 

In a notice to its agents (No. 140), dated. June 10, 1922, the 
company announces. 

“Policies dated July 1 and after will be issued on the revised 
forms of the ‘Z’ series. 

“The revised ‘Z’ forms differ from 
chiepy in the following particulars. 

“The size of the revised forms is more convenient and the 
appearance is more attractive. 

“The policy is incontestable if the insured lives for one year 
from its issue. If the insured dies during the first year the 
Company’s right to contest terminates two years from the issue 
of the policy. 

“The dividend clause outlines clearly the way the company 
determines dividends. The new clause will be more readily 
understood by policyholders. 

“The beneficiary clause, now on an inside page, states the 
interest of a contingent beneficiary. Formerly the interest of a 
eontingent beneficiary was defined only on the option settlement 
page.

surrender and non-forfeiture provisions in the new 











policy are effective after payment of premiums for two full years 
as heretofore but the surrender charge is reduced to $10 per $1000 
for the 2nd policy year and $5 the 3rd year. For the 4th and 
subsequent years the values are the full American Experience 8% 
values. The reduced scale of surrender charges has been made 
retroactive to policies in full force July 1, 1922 and entitled to 
cash, loan, term: extension and paia-up values. 

“Options ‘A, B and C’ are available for a natural person taking 
benefit in his or her own right. Optioh ‘B’ is available also for 
a corporation. 

“The income under Option ‘A’, where the proceeds are left 
with the company at interest, is payable monthly with the first 
payment at the end of one month. Two dollars and forty-seven 
cents per month payable in advance at the end of each intervening 
month is the mathematical equivalent of $30 interest payable at 
the end of the year. 

“Under Options ‘B and C’ the first monthly payment is 
immediate. Under Option ‘B’ an immediate installment of $65.25 is 
equivelant to $5.51 per month for 12 months, first payment im- 
mediate. Insurance of $1,815 is sufficient to produce a guarranteed 
monthly income of $10 a month for 240 months, first payment 
immediate. ; 

“Under Option ‘C’ the continuous income will vary according 
to whether the beneficiary is a male or female. 


The popularity 
of Option ‘C’ will be increased by the new tables. 


“The privileges of the Options of settlement as appearing in the 
revised forms have been extended to all policies of prior issue as 
to any installment payments due thereunder on or after July 1, 
1922. 

“Dividends under the Options of settlement will be declared at 
the end of the first year and paid with the regular installments. 

“Within the first five years the new term policy is convertible 
to permanent insurance without medical examination. Within 
the first year the new policy must be issued as of the date of 
the term policy. During the fourth and fifth years the new 
policy must be issued as of the date of conversion. During the 
second and third years the conversion may be made either as of 
original date or as of attained age. Conversion may be made 
without the consent of any beneficiary.” 


The policy contract (Whole Life Policy Form) in referring to 
dividend options states: 


“This policy while in force except as extended term insurance 
shall participate annually in the divisible surplus of the company 
and the company will annually determine the share of such 
surplus equitably apportionable to this policy. Any dividend of 
surplus so determined may at the Option of the insured: (a) be 
withdrawn in cagh; or (b) be applied towards the -—payment of 
premium hereon; or (c) be applied to the purchase of a participat- 
ing paid-up addition to this policy; or (d) be left to accumulate, 
subject to payment with the policy or withdrawal in cash at anv 
time. with interest at such rate, not less than three per cent., 
credited annually, as may be determined by the company. Unless 
the insured shall otherwise elect in writing dividends will be paid 
in cash.”

“Reserve 
“The checking of the company’s reserve liability resolved 


itself into a re-check of work already done by your assistant 
actuary early this year, the insurance in force December 31, 
1921 having been furnished by the company and the reserve 
(per thousand dollars of insurance) and the multiplications 
thereof by this insurance having been done in the bureau offices. 
It was discovered, however, that in the absence of any definite 
instructions, the company had followed the wrong course in 
reporting the business issued 1921 and in force at the end of 
that year, same being reported at death benefits December 31, 
1921 thus: Adult business written January ist to June Wth. 
one-half of the full amount of the policy; that dated July ist 
to December 31, 1921, one-fourth of the full amount. The infantile 
business was reported at the amount payable at death 
benefit December 31, 1921 both for 1920 and 1921 issues. The 
adult issues of 1920 were correctly reported at the full amounts 
of the policies. On account of the peculiar way in which reserve 
is held on industrial business, the reporting of the 1921 business 
(except the 20 year endowments) made no difference, as no reserve 
is set up at the end of the year of issue except on 20 year 
endowments. The infantile 20 year endowments of 1921 and 
all infantile issues of 1920 should have been reported at maximum 
benefits since the formula for these reserves takes into account 
the modified benefits at age prior to attaining age 10, and if only 
the death benefits are reported, the result is a double reduction 
in reserve. So also the adult 20 year endowment issued and in 
force 1921 should have been listed at full amounts as it is 
customary (and as was done) to calculate the reserve and 
after getting a total, to take one-half of his result. Inasmuch 
as infantile 20 year endowments hold no reserve at ages 2, 3, 
4, and 5 until actual age of 5 (age 6 next birthday) is attained, 
and then are valued as 16. 17, 18 and 19 year endowments 
at age 10 and further as infantile policies on all other plans 
carry no reserve until they attain age 10 next birthday, no very 
appreciable increase in the reserve of this company has been 
occasioned by the above changes.

Examiners Comments—Extracts 
History 

“The Western Pennsylvania Odd Fellows’ Relief Association, 
Titusville, Pa., was incorporated February 26th, 1873, under 
charter granted by the Court of Common Pleas of Crawford 
County, Pennsylvania and commenced business November 1, 1875. 

The corporation was formed for the purpose of more effectualiy 
aiding and assisting worthy brethren (Odd Fellows), their 
widows and orphans by affording pecuniary aid in case of death. 

Auditing 

“The system of auditing of the accounts of the association is 
very commendable. There are three auditors whose duties require 
a complete audit to be made as often as required by the Board 
of Directors and which is done on an average of two or three 
times a year. 

Valuation of Certificates 

“Valuation of certificates is made once every five years. The 
last valuation was made in 1919 and the percentage of solvency 
was 65%. On the date of this examination we conservatively 
estimate the percentage of solvency to be 75%. If the present 
conservative and economical policies are continued by the 





association, we have little doubt that in the near future the 
percentage of solvency will reach 100%. 


Membership 


“On December 31, 1921, the association had a total of 3,201 
members, The amount of insurance in force was $3,121,250.00. 


Requirements 
“Any Odd Fellow or his wife, widow, daughter, sister or 
mother or member of a Rebekah Lodge, being in sound heaith, 
between 18 and 55 years of age may become a member, subject 
to a physica] examination. 
Certificates 
“Two forms of certificates are issued, one for straight life, 
carrying benefits from $250 to $2,000, and the other a twenty 
payment life, carrying benefits from $500 to $2,000. 


Rates 

“Adequate rates were adopted in 1907, and went into effect 
June, 1908; all members, approximately 1900 at that time being 
placed on adequate rates at age of entry. Since June 1908 all 
persons becoming members have been entered on adequate rates. 

The rates on whole life certificates were increased 10% on 
June 20, 1920 to apply only to members written after that date. 
No initiation fee is charged members. 

“The table of rates was referred to the Actuary of this Depart- 
ment who informs the Examiners that they are adequate. 


Benefit Funds 
“After the first six months assessments are paid, 75% of all 
assessments thereafter shall constitute this fund and be used 
only in the payment of claims, 


Reserve Fund 
“This fund is provided for by apportioning 124% of all 
assessments, excepting assessments for the first six months. In 
addition all interest earnings on investments go into this fund. 


General Fund 
“The general fund consists of the first six months assessments 
and 124 of all assessments thereafter, together with all other 
dues* from members provided for in the constitution and by-laws 
for the maintenance of this fund. 


Remarks 

“The association is in a sound financial condition and the lines 
of economy are closely followed. 

“In justice to the Board of Directors, it is well to state that 
they are to be commended on having the services of such a com- 
petent Secretary, and if the same prudent policy is followed, the 
future success of the association might be termed as assured. 

“The association has no subordinate lodges or form of ritual, 
but has a representative form of government and is so closely 
allied with the Subordinate Lodges of the Order of Odd Fellows, it 
is almost impossible to make a distinction, and in view of action 
expressed at a meeting of the Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows of 
Pennsylvania, May, 1893, it is assumed that the Western Pennsyl- 
vania Odd Fellows’ Reliel Association is the insurance branch of 
the Odd Fellows in this state. 

“The books and records of the association are perfectly kept 
and all information very easily obtained.
